Lisbon, Sept. 6. We have received Advice from Barbary, by way of Gibraltar, 
That a Portuguefe of 20 Years of Age, having been a Slave at Miquinez from 
the 16th of May 1719, receiving Intelligence that his Brother had agreed for his 
Raniom, did on the 8th of June laft defire Leave of the Emperor of Morocco 
to embark at Tetuan: Buc the Emperor defired him to turn Moor; which the 
young. Man tefufing, the Emperor ordered his Guards to kill him, which they 
accordingly did, and afterwards treated the Body with «the urmoft Barbarity, 
nor.would they part with it till near 8 a-clock at Night, when it was decently, 
buried by the Fryars Recolets, who have a Convent in that City. 

Maoutpelier, Offober 14. We have had here fuch terrible Tempefts of Thunder, 
Lightning and Rain, that feveral Honfes have been thrown down, and a great 
many Cattle killed. The Rains were fo violent that the Bridges and Mills are 
entirely carti¢d off, fo that we have had much ado to get Bread enough to fup- 
ply che Town. The great Bridge at Adge, a Sea-port-town about 8 Leagues 
hence, was carried into-thé Sea, together with a great many Barges and other 
Boats, in which were feveral People. This Bridge was one of the moft curious 
in the Kingdom, beirg built upon large Barges or Boats, The Inhabitants were 
forc’d to get into the highcft Apartments, the Water being above 20 Foat decp 
from the Kitchins.

Petersburg, Sept..27. “Tis reported the Czar has given Leave to the Lutherians 
who are fertled here, to build anew Church with a Steeple; and that he is dil 
pofed to grant the 1ame Favour tothe Calvinifts, whofe Number is confiderably 
increafed, by feveral Families latcly come hither from Archangel. 

Rome, Oct. 2. Monday lait, the Pope made a mofk excellent Speech in the 
facted College about the Affair of Cardinal Ajberoni, and caufed it to be read, by 
which his Eminency is reftored tothe Favour of the Holy See; after. whigh- ue, 
gave leave to the Cardinalsto go and {pend the Vacation inthe Country. Wednef- 
day laft, being the Feftivail of St, Michael the Archangel, was iflued in bya 
genéral Difcharge of the. Cannon from the Caftle of St. Angelo, the Garrifomof 
which marched out intothe grear Square of the Palace, in order of Battle, with 
fome Pieces of Cannon, and received the Pope’s Bieffing. 

Berlin, Oct. 12. Yefterday Morning the Court came hither from Charlotten- 
ergs and after the King of Great Britain had viewed the Arfenal, che Chamber 
of Rarities, and the moft remarkable Things, both their Prufianand Bricannick 


- Mayelties (who rode in a magnificent Coach of Scate) went todinner at Moiite 


bijeux, a‘Palace belonging to the Queen, who was alfo prefent, together withthe 
Royal Family, the Minifters of Great Britain, and. many other Perfons of Dif- 
tin@ion of both Sexes. In the Evening there wasa Ball.at the Palace; after which 
thete was a {plendid Table fer out in another Appartment for 68 Guests which 
reprefented George Rex by the Letters G. R. His Britannick Majefty faw the 
King of Pruffia’s Guard relieved and perform their Exercife : They are in per? 
fe& Order, the Men well cloathed, and ufed to exa& Dilcipline. He allo faw 
the Town Guard relieved and perform their Exercife. They confift ot about 
1200 Men. He likewife faw the Band of Cadets perform their Exercife, with 
the Prince Royal of Piuffia at their Head. It confilts of about 300 young No- 
blémen and Gentlemen, who are traived up-in ftri& military Dicipline. 

The Arfenal which -he likewife vifited was furmfhed with a numerous Artil- 
lery, and proper Stores of Ammuntion. 

Venice, Oct. 9. Yelterday died here fuddently Sigaior Loredane, who was on 
Saturday laft chofe Providitor General ofthe Sea, by the Grand Council, iv 
the Room of Signior Andrew Cornaro, whofe Term is juf expired. &.

Lisbon, Sept. 30. The 7th Inftant the Court celebrated the Anniverfary Pisth 
of the Quecéi, who entered that Day into the gift Year of her Age. 
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Mofcow, Sept. 29. We reckon that 60000 Ruffian Troops are by this Time on 
the Frontiers of Perfia, and that they will be powerful enough to aé againit all 
the Force of Metiweys. -They are bufy ereGing great Magazines at Baku, tor 
the Subfiltance of our Troops nexcSummer. For eight Days paft we have beea 
greatly alarmed on account of a great Herd of Crim Tartars having pafled the 
Proth, and plusdered and deftroyed the whole Country thereabouts, and atter- 
wards retired. Tis feated this Enterprize will be of bad Confequence, and 
perhaps may occafion a Rupture with the Porte. 

Hague, Oftober 21. The Imperial Pleniporentiary at Cambray having received 
another Exprefs from: Vienna, and having afterwards had a long Conference witi: 
shofe of Spain, we expe& fome News next Polt relating to the Congrefs. Ho- 
tatio Walpole, Efq; is arrived at Paris. 

London, Offober 17. Yelterday arrived here one of the King’s Meflengers from 
Germany, who left his Majcfty in good Health atthe Gaore.

Edinburgh, Auguft 14, 1723. To the End, that no Perfon may, either thro’ 
Ignorance of the Law, or Inadvertency, omit complying with, and confequently 
incurr the Penalties inflided by an A& pafs’d laft Seffion of Parliament, Enri- 
tuled, An AG to oblige all Perfons, being Papifts in that Part of Great Britain caled 
Scotland : And all Perfons in Great Britain, refufing or neglecting to take the Oaths ap- 
pointed for the Security~of his Majefty’s Perfou and Government, by feveral Atis therein 
mention d, to regifter their Names aud real Eftates: Thefe are to certify all Perfons 
whatfoever, both Men and Women, in Scotland, England, Wales, and Town of 

ick upon Tweed, refpectively, being of the Age of Eighteen Years or up- 
wards, and not having taken the Oaths therein mention’d (and hereunto {ub- 
join’d ) before the Firft Day.of the laft Seffion of Parliament; ‘Ihat they are 
obliged to take the faid Oaths, within the Time (viz. Thofe of that Part of 
Great Britain called England, Jc, on or béfore the Twentyfifth Day of December, 
One thoufand feven hundred and twentythree; and thofe of that Part of | reat 
Britain ‘called: Scotland; on or before the twentyfifth Day of March, One thou- 
fand feven hundred and twentyfour ) and in fome of the Courts prefcrib’d for 
that Purpofe, -at.cheir Peril,» without any Summous or Notice for their fo doing; or, 
in Default thereof, to regifter their Names and real Eftates, as they, or any Per- 
fon or Perfons in 'Truft of them/thall be feiz’d of, or otherwife interefted in at 
the’ Time when they ought to have made fuch Regifter: Which Regiftration to 
be réfpeétively made, by thofe of that Part of Great Britain called ,England, on or 
before the Twentyfifth Day of March, One thoufand feven hundred and twenty- 
four ; and by thofe of that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, on or before the 
Twenty fourth Day of Fuxe, One thoufand feven hundred and twentyfour.

James, and all other Perfons whatfeever 5 which Succeffion, by an Aét, entituled, An AG 
jor the further Limitation of the Crown, and better fecuring the Rights and Liberties of the 
Subjetts, is and fiands limited to the Princefs Sophia, EleStrefs and Dutchefs Dowager f 
Hanover, and the Heirs of her Body, being Proteftants : And all thefe Things I do plainly 
and fincerely acknowledge, and fwear according to thefe exprefs Words by me Jpoken, aud i. 
cording to the plain and common Senfe and Underftanding of the fame Words, without avy 
Equivocation, or mental Refervation whatfoever : And I do make this Recognition, Ac. 
knowledgment, Abjuration, Renunciation and Promife, heartily, willingly and truly, upon 
the true Faith of a Chriftian. ; So help me GOD, 


From the Whitehall Evening Poft, Oftober 19. 


Hamburg, O&cber 29. Letters from Petersburg relate, That che Perfian Ambaf- 
fador has taken his Audience of Leave of the Czar, after having concluded a 
Treaty of Alliance between his Czarifh Majefty and the young Sopii; by vir 
tue of which Treaty, the Czar is to affit the Sophi with fuch a Nuapber of 
Forces as fhall enable him to regain his Throne. On-the other hand, the So- 
phi yields to the Czar all the Towns fituate on the Banks of the Cafpian Sea, 
as far as Baku. 

After the Ambaffador had his Apdience, he had the Honour to treat the Czar, 
the Czarina, the young Princefles and the Duke of Holfteir, the Princes of Heifle 
Homburg and others of the Nobility, at a fumptuous Entertainment. Thele 
Letters mention nothing of the Czar’s Departure for. Mofcow. 

Rome, Oéftober 2. On Monday laft the Pope held a private Confiftory, in which 
the holy Father made along Speech relating to the Affair ot Cardina! Alberoni, 
‘and caufed to be read the Bull for his Accommodation; after which his Holi 
nefs gave Leave to the Cardinals to pafs fome Time inthe Country. 

Francfort, Offober 17. Advices from Rhinfeldt do again mention, that the 
Landgrave of Hffe Caffel hath made a new Pretenfion about that Fortrels. 

Ratisbon, Oétober 14. The Grievances of Religion, in ftead of being redrefled, 
have of Sate increafed, even in fuch Places of the Palatinate where Redrefs was 
expeGted: So that the Deputies of the Evangelic Body at Heidelberg have pto- 
‘mifed to tranfmit hither more Particulars thereof. 

Hague, Oftober 16. The Province of Zealand are foliciting the States General 
to lay a Duty of 62 per Cent. on all Goods brought hither by way of Oftend. 
The Province of North Holland are preffing their High and Mightinefles to pro- 
cure Payment from the Swedes of the 260000 Florins that are due for Detention 
of feveral Ships belonging to that Province. : 

The States have daily under Deliberation the Affair of the new Ealt India 
Company; and they expe& with Impatience what Anfwer Mr. Pefters has.got 
upon the zew Plan which has been fent him to Hanover. 

London, Ofober 19. Yefterday-morning one Buttler, a Barber in St. Martin's le 
Grand; one Harrold, a Weaver in Spittlefields, and a Gentleman in Towet- 
hill who belonged to the Pretender’s Ship the Revolution, were all feized by his 
Majelty’s Meflengers on Sufpicion of High Treafon.

Etters from Vienna advife. That the Imperial Court has received Notifix 
cation in Form, that the King of Desmark cannot in any wife obey the De- 
cree of the Aulic Council relating to the Dutchy of Ploen, in behalf of the Duke 
of Holftcin Rethieth, there being too much partiality contain’d in the faid Decree, 
and that in cafe due Methods are not taken to redrefs that Proceeding, his Da- 
nifh Majefty will chink bimfelf oblig’d frongly to fupport the Intereft of the 
Duke of Carleftin againft all kinds of Violence or Oppofition; and fuch hap- 
pening bis Danifh Majefty ands clear of all Imputation as occafioning them and 
the bad Confequences thatmay attend them, with refpe& tothe Tranquility of 
the North. This ample Notification has not a little furprized the Imperial Court, 
who has caufed itto be laid before the Aulick Council for their An{wer. 
- The above Letrers adde, That the Emperor has turned out of ail Offices, 
the Count de Ligryille, who a little time ago fought a Duel with the Prince de 
Lexyn notwithitanding the Solicitations of the Latter in favour of the Former. 

Thatthey received Advice from Rome, that on the firft Inftant his Holinef 
made a Speech to tle facred College uponthe Affair of Cardinal Alberoni; af- 
ter which, the Bull was read, by virtue whereof, hts Eminency is again admit- 
ted into the Favour of the Holy See. This is thought tobe wholly owing 
to the prefling Inftances that have been made by the Courts of France and Spain.
